Madrid, April 16.— El Liberal insists that. 


the time has come for the settlement of the 
quarrel between the United States and 
Spain, declaring that Spain is bleeding to 
death, while the United States gains 
strength by it daily. The theory of inter- 
national right being under the safeguard of 
the powers,“ says El Liberal, is very fine

It finaly stopped in front of 
the American consulate today and shouted 
abusive epithets to the inmates. 

After hissing and yelling the marauders 
threw stones and broke window panes. They 
procured a ladder, upon which the leaders 
managed to get at the United States arms, 
which they tore down and dragged through 
the streets. 

The Civil Governor, with the other authori- 


tles and police, dashed into the crowd ener- 


getically and dispersed the rioters. They 
arrested several, rescued the remains of the 
American arms, and placed a strong guard 
around the consulate. | 

The Madrid government, hearing of this 
outrage, telegraphed immediately to the 
Governor of Malaga to see the American 

Consul and express the regrets of the Cabi- 

net and its determination to punish the 
authors of the outrage, which the Madrid 
press tonight condemhs severely. 

Sefior Capdepon, Minister of the Interior, 
has instructed the Prefect of Malaga to give 
the American Consul satisfaction and to 
arrest the ringleaders of the outbreak. 


Invade a Theater. 

Another group of riotei's at Malaga entered 
the Cervantes Theater, stopped the per- 
formance, and upbraided the people for in- 
@uiging in amusements when the country 
was in danger of war.

He 
said, with what seemed to me a tone of bit- 
terness in his voice: “I have refused all 
offers from American sources for my arti- 
cles, and I shall continue to do so under ex- 
isting circumstances. Those who wish to

The European 
powers may stop this outrageous application 
of the Monroe doctrine, but should war 
come, as is now almost certain, rest assured 
it will not be short, but it will be sharp. 

The United States has been so long wor- 
rying Spain about the Cuban question that 
war will not come upon us unawares. Weare 
well prepared. Those who speak of war as 
though it will be a duel between two men, in 
which the first blood will satiety honor, know 
not what they say.“ 

The laconic answer of the Minister of Ma- 
rine is characteristic of the.man. In reply 
to my query as to the probable length of the 
war he said: ‘“*‘ Whether the war is to last 
long or short will be largely decided by the 
first shock.“ 

He then turned me over to the tender mer- 
cies of Lieutenant Sobral, who is on duty in 
the Ministry of Marine.

But 
our navy can inflict much damage and our 
sailors know no fear, hence I think the war 
will last long.“

This squadron, according to my informa- 
tion, should reach the American coast in 
about four days’ time, and the object is to 
take New York at a disadvantage and un- 
awares, while the United States squadron 
is on the lookout in Southern waters. 

As far as I can make out the scheme orig- 
inated with Captain Sobral, the ex-naval 
attaché of the Spanish Legation at Wash- 
ington, who has made no secret since his 
return here of the poor opinion which he 
entertains of the defenses of New York and 
of its unreadiness to withstand any sudden 
attack by a hostile fleet in the absence of the 
United States squadron. It is realised here 
that New York is one of the principa) if not 
the chief centers of commerce, industry, and 
capital in the United States-rin fact, of the 
entire American continent—and that a bom- 
bardment of New York by a Spanish naval 
force would do more to demoralize American 
commerce, to cool the American war fever, 
and generally to startle and disturb the 
American people than any mere neval en- 
gagement or attack on some Southern sea- 
port might bring about. The Spanish au- 
thorities believe that the appearance of the 
Spanish squadron before New York and a 
bOmbardment of that great city would con- 
tribute mors to make the American people 
alive to the horrors of war than anything 
else could possibly effect.

Plan Is Said to Be to Starve 
Spain to Terms. : 


METHOD OF SUCH POLICY. 


Big Ships Will Form the Line 
Nearest the Coast. 


WOULD PREFER TO FIGHT, 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY RALPH D. PAIND.) 

Key West, Fia., April 16.—I have just 
learned upon what I consider authority that 
if any movement is made against Havana 
by the assembled fleet at Key West it will 
be for a blockade, not a bombardment. Or- 
ders have been issued to Captains of all 
ships here, and my information comes from 
an official source. It is not known to of- 
ficers or men, who eagerly await the signal 
to prepare for action and thunder broadsides 
against the gray walls of Havana fortresses. 
Every man wants to fight, and thirsts fora 
chance to risk his life, while he cries: “ Re- 
member the Maine.“ 

But blockade, not bombardment, means 
cruising, and a climax to these long deferred 
hopes, which makes the heart sick. It 
means inaction and tedious tossing at sea 
off the Cuban coast under a blazing tropical 
sun for days and weeks, out of range of 
powerless shore batteries, until the Spanish 
capital is starved into submission and capit- 


ulation. 
Plan of Blockade. 


The plan tor the blockade, I have learned 


from the same trustworthy seurce, is fora 
first line toward the coast, to cqnsist of bat- 
tleships and monitors, ready to engage the 
shore defenses if necessary. Back of this 
line will be all the cruisers in the fleet, cov- 
ering the wings, with the fastest vessels 
on the flanks and on the extreme rear, for 
the purpose of stopping any attempt at 
blockade running. Between these two lifes 
will be a torpedo fleet, acting as dispatch 
boats and on scouting duty. A picket line 
of gunboats and cruisers will be thrown 
out. 

There is no doubt among the great majority 
of the naval officers here that the reduction 
of the defenses of Havana will be the first 
move, but, as a matter of fact, nine out of 
every ten officers in the fleet know less of 
the news and happenings and probable 
movements than the correspondents ashore. 


Of course, the whole plan may be changed | 


at any time, but I am confident that the 
movement as outlined is the one contem- 
plated at present. 

Arrangements are being made to accommo- 
date a large force of soldier boys at Key 
West in the near future. Orders to this ef- 
fect were received by the commander of the 
artillery post today. I also learned that the 
post surgeon has been arranging for tem- 
porary hospitals, including a convent, to 
care for the wounded who are brought back 
from the fleet after action. He has notified 
Captain Sampson that he wil! be prepared tb 
care for all wounded sent to this station. 


For the Wounded. 


The present acco nmmodations are barracks 
and a marine hospital which can hold 500 
wounded, but the extra provisions atready 
mado insure the best treatment for at least 
2,000 men. Two companies of the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry will arrive by the Miami boat 
tonight. These are the colored trocps, 
among the best fighting men in the service, 
and by their race not likely victims of the 
yellow fever. 

Two companies, A and G, Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry, arrived on the Miami boat at 10 
o'clock and went into camp at the artillery 
barracks, in command of Lieutenant Colonel 
Dagsett. The troops, in service uniform, 
siouch hats, and leggins, with knapsacks, 
blankets, and haversacks, marched ashore 
looking ready for business, They were a 
splendid looking lot of men, and no word 
was raised against negro troops as the body 
swung grimly by for the first time in wee 
five years. 

A large crowd was on'the dock, but made 
no demonstrations. At last the army has 
begun to arouse interest which heretofore 
has been monopolized by the navy here.

‘New York, April 16.—[Special.}—In passing | 
by a large majority a resolution in favor of 
the recognition of the Cuban republic, the: 
Senate today has undoubtedly taken the 
right view and adopted the most politic 
course, unless annexation of the Spanish 
Antilles ts to constitute the object and aim 
of the impending war. If the United States 
invades Cuba as the ally and protecter of 
the Cuban republic, the responsibilities 
which it will thereby assume will be merely 
of a moral character. . 

But if it declines to recognize the repubiic, 
ard at the sam time intervenes in Cuba 
for the purpose of driving the Spaniards 
from off the island, it thereby assumes 4 


‘definite and direct responsibility, the ef- 


fects of which ate far-reaching, and have 
apparently not as yet been realized by those 
who are opposed: to recognition. 

Thus, in the event of non-recognition, the 

United States government as the power oc- 
cupying Cuba, and as such responsible to- 
wards the foreign powers for its good gov- 
ernment, will be pecuniarily liable for all 
damage done to foreign life and property in 
the island. Should through lack of adequate 
protection German sugar plantations or 
‘manufactories be destroyed, not necessari- 
ly by American troops, in the course of 
military operations, but by Cuban guer- 
Fillas, or even by Spanish soldiers or ban- 
ditti, the German government will be justi- 
fied in demanding damages of the United 
States. 

Possible Complications Enumerated. 

Should French, Italian, or Russian lives be 
sacrificed, owing to lack of proper safe- 
guards, the powers concerned will have a 
legal right to demand indemnity from -the 
United States government, and were some 
Spanish miscreant with the object of em- 
barrassing the United States to blow up an 
English cruiser ih a Cuban harbor in the 
tame way that the Maine was rent asunder 
the United States government would,again 
be pecuniarily liable to the English govern- 
ment, and might be held to account in more 
respects than a mere financial sense. An- 
deed, there is no end to the responsibilities, 


the obligations, and the liabilities of one kind 


and another which the United States gov- 
ern ment necessarily assumes by interven- 
ing in Cuba without previously recognizing 
the Cuban republic. 

That is why, as one who was behind the 
scenes and in government service at the 
time when England was forced in the name 
of civilization, and in the defense of her own 
interests, to intefvene in Egypt in 882, I 
would urge upon THr TRIBUN®E to ra 
voice in behalf of the recognition 
Cuban republic. 
The principal. objection that 
Offered to this recognition is thatthe men 
who constitute the leaders of the Cuban re- 
public are not ot the caliber which the Amer- 
ican public is accustomed to look for in the 
statesmen to whom it confides its destinies.

intérests of the United States as the first and 
foremost consideration. These interests can 
best be served by recognition.. Let the of- 
ficers of the Cuban republic be as unworthy 
of respect as is claimed by their adversaries, 
it will be for their American allies and pro- 
tectors to educate them to a higher sense of 
their duties, and to compel them to remain 
honest, and energetic, and efficient precisely 
in the same way as the English have done 
in the case of the Egyptians. 

England today is morally, but not actual- 
ly, responsible for what goes on in Egypt.

Cites England’s Rule in Egypt. 

England occupies Egypt today as it has 
done for the last sixteen years. But it is 
as the ally and friend of the Egyptian gov- 
ernmert, whom it forces to adhere as close- 
ly as can be expected of Orientals to a 
straight and honest course. An English of- 
ficial is to be found in almost every govern- 
ment department just to see that his Egyp- 
tian. colleagues perform their duties con- 
scientiously and honorably, and it is the 
Egyptian treasury that pays for the 
cost of the military occupation as well as 
the salaries of the English officials. who are 
not more than eighty in number all told 
in the various branches of civil administra- 
tion. Thanks to their efforts, the bad wood 
of Egyptian officialdom has been replaced 
by material of a@ superior character, and 
this is precisely what should be done in the 
case Of Cuba. 

The English in intervening in Egypt made 
common cause with the Khedive against his 
corrupt and fanatic Cabinet. The United 
States should intervene in Cuba, making 
common cause with the Cuban republic, 
since it will have nothing to do with the 
Spanish authorities. At once, the Spaniards 
dispossessed, as Arabi Pasha and his fellow- 
Ministers were driven out in 1882 in Egypt, 
the United States should install the Cuban 
republic in the place of the former régime, 
maintaining not only a military occupation 
of the island, but likewise the supervision 
and upperhand of the Cuban civil adminis- 
tration.

NO HOPE FOR SPAIN IN MEXICO. 


Minister of War Denies That National 


Troops Are Being Concentrated 
| on the Frontier. 


Mexico City, Mex., April 16.—The corre- 
sepondent of the Associated Press called to- 
night on Minister of War General Befrioga- 
bel, who says that so far from increasing 
the troops on the border there are fewer 
soldiers on the Rio Grande than for some 
months.

MEDIATION OF THE QUEEN. 


Activity of England’s Sovereign in the 
Effort to Avert War Between 
Spain and This Country. 


London, April 16.—There is but one ques-. 
tion before the public in London—war or 
peace—and everybody discusses it more or 
less, intelligently, yet always in a spirit 
friendly towards the United States. 

Queen Victoria, it is understood, has 
watched with deep concern the course of the 
crisis, special telegrams having apprised 
her of every turn of the diplomatic cam- 
paign between the arrival of the London 
papers on one day and those of the day 
following. Her Majesty has consulted the 
Marguis of Salisbury as to the possibility 
of averting war, and, it is announced here, 
“when the secret pages of our Foreign of- 
fice are made public it will be found that 
her Majesty’s personal mediation reached 
both the Queen Regent of Spain and Presi- 
dent McKinley.”’ 

Though the Marquis of Salisbury well de- 
served a rest, he is not out of touch with 
diplomacy, but is kept constantly informed 
of the progress of all the negotiations, and 


“has succeeded in doing a bit of diplomacy 


on his own account since he left England. 
It is asserted that the Premier has man- 
aged to materially advance the west African 
negotiations. In fact, it is said they have 
been sufficiently advanced to give reason 
to believe that a satisfactory settlement 
will be announced when Parliament reas- 
sembies on Monday.

Premier Galvez states in his communica- 
tion that all the official and trade corpora- 
tions and all the leading societies of Havana, 
numbering many thousand members, offered 
their adhesion to the new colonial govern- 
ment that the Banco Espanol, the Mer- 
chants’ league, and other commercial asso- 
clations tendered banquets and other cere- 


monies of welcome to the members 
of the Colonial Cabinet: that deputa- 
| tions and committees from Boards 


ef Aldermen and provincial assemblies 
and trade associations from all ever 
the Island have gone to Hafana to pledge 
their support to the new régime; that all 
these elements have also expressed their 
approval of the address to President MchIn- 
ley made by Premier Galvez; that even the 
organ of the ultra-Conservatives advises all 
members of the Conservative party to go to 
the polls for the e:ection of Representatives 
and Counselors (Senators) to the new Cuban 
Parliament, all of which shows that the 
autonomic régime has been accepted by all 
inhabitants of the island, Spanish as well as 
Cuban born, with the execption of the sep- 
aratists, who still hold out (many of them 
having a@ready surrendered and pledged 
their support to the new government). 

It is evident, therefore, that even granting 
that the rebels in arms and their sympa- 
thizers (the latter being too lukewarm to 
take up arms for their cause) number 100,- 
000, which is a very liberal estimate, there 
still remain 1,400,000 inhabitants of the 
island who favor autonomy as the best solu- 
tion for the peace and prosperity of th 
Island of Cuba.” 4 


ADMITS SPAIN’S SURE DEFEAT. 


Senor Jose Costa Visits St. Louis on 
His Way to Madrid as a Mem- 
ber of the Cortes. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 16.—[Special. ]—“ It is 
a pity that the United States should start a 
war with Spain when there is no glory to be 
gained. thereby; because there is no glory 
in fighting a country that has only one- 
sixth s many inhabitants. Spain is a poor 
nation™ Whose resources are ridiculously 
small as compared to those of the United 
States, and whose base of operations is 
5,000 miles away. 

“ Spain has done and is still doing all that 
is possible to preserve the peace, but she 
sees herself provoked, and she goes to war 
for one puropse only, and that is to pre- 
serve her national dignity and honor. Spain 
is not fighting to save Cuba, because it was 
settled in Spain three months ago that Cuba 
was lost. Therefore the war will not have 
ended when Havana falls, but war will have 
only begun. Spain will fight a war of re- 
venge, and Americans must know that a 
war with Spain will not be a picnic.”’ 

Thus spoke Sefior José Costa, autonomist 
Deputy for Havana in the Spanish Cortes, in 
an interview this morning. Sefior Costa 
came in over the Iron Mountain road and 
left at noon over the Big Four for New 
York, and will sail on the Majestic for Eu- 
rope next Wednesday, in order to attend 
the meeting of the Spanish Cortes, which 
convenes soon at Madrid. Under the present 
scheme of autonomy in Cuba he was elected 
as a Deputy to represent Havana in the 
Cortes. 

He admits that the United States will win 
in a War with Spain, but says that Spaniards 
will fight with a spirit of revenge to the last, 
and that before they will give up an Ameri- 
can army will be compelled to invade Spain.

coal, aud was informed that it had not, but | 
was loading. 

Half.an hour after Commodore Schley had 
received his report an English tramp stvam- 
er, supposed to be the Hampstead, and 
heavily laden, went to sea, dipping its colors 
to cach vessel of the fleet as it passed. A 
rumor that the government had issued an 
order stopping the transport of coal was 
prevalent, but naval officers agreed that the 
sale of coal to any vessel flying a foreign 
flag could not be denied or restricted until a 
state of war was declared and coal made a 
contraband article. | 

The Sioux, one of the tugboats of the 
mosquito flotilla, newly converted, reached 
here last night and anchored near the squad- 
ron.

HOLLAND BOAT IS A SUCCESS. 


Submerged in Four Fathoms of Water, 
It Scuds Along at Nearly Ten 
Enots an Hour. 


Perth Amboy, N. J., April 16.—[Special. ]— 
Inventor John P. Holland was a happy man 
when he left Perth Amboy for his home to- 
night. He had demonstrated the ability of 
his boat, the Holland, to make an extended 
trip under water. The boat had already 
made short dives, but had never been un- 
der water for more than a minute or two 
at a time. 

This afternoon, off Old Orchard Shoal 
light, the Holland went down until there 
was between three and four fathoms of wa- 
ter over its deck, and then for twelve min- 
utes scudded along at full speed, nearly 
ten knots an hour. : 

The boat made three dives, and when the 
inventor came to the surface after the last 


one he declared himself better satisfied than 


ever that his submarine wonder is a success. 


Part of the time the Holland was under 
water it was scraping bottom, but the pres- 
pure gauge in its conning tower showed that 


‘at times there was fully twenty-five feet of 


water oVer its tower. The flag poles were 
removed and the boat was in actual fighting 
order, with nothing in sight above its deck 
but its tower and a four-inch brass tube into 


which the exhaust of the gasoline engine ¥ 


which propels the boat on the surface is now 
discharged. 


TO STOP SPAIN BUYING COAL. 
Order Said to Be Received at Newport 


News and Action Is Begun in 
the Senate.

London, April 16.—[{Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.)—After a momentary fit 
of depression there has been a sudden re- 
crudescence of optimism in banking circles, 
notably among the banks closely allied with 
the United States. 

Four-fifths of the people, however, expect 
war and think it will be an improvement on 
the present state of uncertainty. They do 
not believe the Sagasta ministry, even if it is 
ready to bow to all the American demands, 
is strong enough to contend with the rising 
storm of Spanish pride or the half-veiled 
menaces of the army and the Carlist pre- 
tender. So a conflict is expected to be 
reached through Spain resenting the action 
of America and by Congress declaring that 
a state of war exists, as in the case of 
Mexico. 

The hide-bound anti- freedom doctrinaires, 
who are pretending to censure Congress and 
President McKinley, are recetved with open 
expressions of vexation and even disgust. 
The opinion of the great majority of English- 
men is that the United States is indisputably 
right, and that she is only pursuing a course 
identical with Great Britain's historical pol- 


Jey in putting an end to the appalling mis- 


government of Spain, which is wholly in the 
wrong, and they point out that England, in 
a similar position, would have. been as equal- 
ly inflamed by humane emotions as America 
is at present. 


Sample Expressions of Opinion. 


This feeling” was exemplified at the Lib- 
eral banquet at Plymouth yesterday even- 
ing, when Mr. William Alexander McArthur 
M. P., a former Lord of the Treasury, was 
heartily cheered when he said: 

“I do not think England has any right to 
throw stones at Congress. Englishmen 
should only applaud the noble indignation of 
America at the horrors daily presented dur- 
ing the last-two years.”

WILL FIGHT UNDER THE WATER. 


Owner of the Raddatz Submarine Boat 
Saye He Will Take the Craft 
to Cuba. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 16.—Richard Rad- 
datz, owner of the Raddatz submarine boat, 
says in case of war with Spain his boat will 
be taken to Cuba. In fact, the boat is now 
a naval vessel, according to a statement 
made by Mr. Raddatz today. The craft was 
brought down from Oshkosh, where satis- 
factory tests were made in Lake Winnebago. 

The Raddatz boat is cigar-shaped, and is 
made of armor steel, 5-16 of an inch thick; 
is 65 feet 8 inches long, and has a diameter 
of 4 feet inside. For ordinary work a ten 
horse-power engine is used, and can make 
ten miles an hour with a twenty-~-inch, two- 


‘fluke propeller. 


When speed is required, as in case of war, 
a forty-five horse-power engine and a thir- 
ty-six, three-fluke propeller is brought into 
use, giving a speed of sixteen and one-half 
miles an hour. This might be increased to 
eighteen miles-an hour by changing the con- 
struction, The boat can remain under water 
indefinitely, and for submarine work stor- 
age batteries are used,

Boston, Mass., April 17.—[Special.}<A 
million dollar fire, prefaced by an explosion 
that shook the whole city, occurred in 
Charlestown at 4 o'clock this morning. 

It is raging now at 8 o'clock, and is the 
most spectacular and terrifying fire of the 
year. A huge grain elevator at the Hoosac 
tunnel docks on Water street, at the pier 
head of the Wilson Furness steamship line, 
has been completely destroyed, together 
with 600,000 bushels of grain awaiting ship- 
ment to Europe. This was Leiter wheat, 

It is supposed that either grain dust or hot 
air caused the explosion. It blew the roof 
into the air, shattergd windows and street 
lamps, prostrated chimneys and wires. It 
was followed by a flery volcano of flame that 
Ht the sky and illuminated that part of the 
city and the harbor as brilliantly as if by 
broad daylight. All sorts of rumors were 
rife, 

“The Spaniards havg blown up the navy 
yard,” was the exclamation of a young 
man, which found an echo on more than one 
tongue. But it was just outside the navy 
yard. A rain of sparks and burning brands 
and grain bags descended upon the yard and 
the United States vessels there. 

Commandant Howison and the Captains 
of the Enterprise and Lancaster, which 
with the receiving ship Wabash, are anoat, 
and the gunboat Bancroft, which is in dry 
dock, acted promptly.

Milwaukee, Wis., April 16.—[Specia!,]—The 
Milwaukee Street railway presented a por- 
tion of its side of the four-cent fare case 
to the federal court today. In 1896 the 
Common Council passed an ordinance com- 
pelling the street railway to sell twenty-five 
tickets for one dollar. The company secured 
a temporary injunction from the court pre- 
venting the city from enforeing the ordi- 
nance, and the question to be determined 
is whether this should be made permanent. 
For over a year testimony has been taken 
in the case and the arguments begun to- 
day.

Already Affects the Market. 


The optimists in the streets who have 
stoutly declined to believe that war is prob- 
able have taken, with one congent, an 
Easter vacation. Here and there an old 
fashioned financier may still be found with 
undiminished skepticism respecting the 
probabilities of war, but the opinion gener- 
ally prevalls that nothing short of a miracle 
of diplomacy will prevent hostilities. The 
markets are steadily hardening and money 
is becoming scarce, speculation in all stocks 
being impeded by declining prices. The out- 


| flow of gold to America, temporarily slack- 


ened by the increased bank rate, is setting 
in again, and the reserve of the bank has 
fallen so low that the prospect of any 
further drain is regarded with apprehension 
by conservative financiers. A large amount 
of gold is still due the United States on call, 
and since the banks of Germany and France 
have means of limiting withdrawals the bulk 
of this gold must come from the Bank of 
England. Money promises to be dearer in 
London than for many years. | 
Simultaneously prices of wheat and pro- 
visions are rising. Financiers comfort 
themselves with the reflection that all mon- 
etary and commercial interests have re- 
ceived warning long in advance of war and 
that the actual declaration of hostilities will 
cause little disturbance in business circles, 
Indeed, many of them hold that the effect 
of such a declaration would be settling 
rather than unsettling, since commercial in- 
terests knowing what to expect would adapt 
themselves at once to the new conditions. 
Bankers here do not anticipate handling 
an American loan, since they assume that 


United States. They assert that a 8 per 
cent loan payable in gold could be floated 
in London without difficulty. As for Spain, 
her credit was exhausted long ago here and 
is now running dry in France.

Austria’s Earnest Effort to 
Avert Hostilities. 


Nothing Known of the Propused 
Demonstration. 


RIGHT OF SEARCH AT SEA.

tion for the disturbance which would react 
on other people’s interests.”

NEW DISCOVERY IN ELECTRICITY 


Rychnowsky of Lomberg Startles the 
Scientific World by the Intro- 
duction of Electrois. 


London, April 16.—The week’s discoveries 
have been most interesting. Rychnowsky, 
the electrician of Lomberg, claims to have 
discovered an electric fluid, which he calls 
„ electrois.” The discovery has caused a 
great sensation on the continent. He ob- 
tins it by electrolysis, but it Is not identical 
with electricity. Its effects are declared to 
be startling, producing light and causing 
Geissler tubes to emit fluorescent rays. It 
works photochemically, rotates objects in 
midair, produces whirlpools in water, and 
kills bacteria. Metal and glass thereby can 
be charged with electricity, and the magnet 
needle changes direction under its influence. 

From Egypt come reports of the discovery 
at Thebes of the tombs of Amenophis II., 
who reigned B. C. 1500; of Thotmes IV.. of 
Amenophis III., and Ramesis IV., V., and VI. 
All the bodies are said to be in a splendid 


state of preservation. 
[The discovery of the new electrical force called 
„ lectrols, by Rychnowsky, is not credited by 
Chicago experts. Although they say many unex- 
pected things are possible in this day, especially 
in electricity, they are not ready to believe that a 
force of this sort can e been produced from 
electrolysis, as is reported. They ere inclined to 
believe that some layman has seen wonders in 
some comparatively simple experiments n elec- 
trolysis, Bertrand 8. Sommers, the Chicago elec- 
trical chemist, said some of the wonders at- 
tributed to the so-called ‘* electrois*’ could be 
ced in part by fluids made by electrolysis, 
but all of them could only be the result of a rad- 
ical discovery. He thinks Rychnowsky, of whom 
he never has heard, is only one of the many ex- 
perimenters with electrolysis, and that the ac- 
count of his discoveries is exaggerated. He says 
it is possible to produce fluids by this process 
which will kill germs, and taat sone of the man- 
ifestations of these chemicais might give the 
appearance of whiripsois in water, although they 
are entirely absent glirect eiectrical causes.

Spain Expects the President to Wait 
Until Suspension of Hostilities Be- 
comes a Definite Pacification,

It would be a mistake to infer that war is 
expected to break out immediately, In of- 
ficial ministerial circles at Madrid both Sa- 
gasta and the Minister of Colonſes are per- 
fectly aware that President McKinley will 
go more slowly to work than most people be- 
lieve. In Europe and the States they know 
for a fact that they will be approached by 
the American government directly the Sen- 
ate resolution is sanctioned by the Presi- 
dent. They know that America will, in the 
first place, insist upon Spain doing nothing 
to renew hostilities in Cuba, as McKinley 
wants the suspension of hostilities to be- 
come a definite pacification by an under- 
standing between the Cuban autonomists, 
Spaniards, and insurgents, unless all three 
parties concerned prefer to see peace and a 
settlement of the Cuban question dictated 
by the high-handed measures the American 
government would take if a more pacific con- 
ciliatory solution is not quickly mooted and 
carried out. They have reason to believe the 
President will not insist upon independence 
being established if the Spaniards, insur- 
gents, and Cuban autonomists can arrange 
a strong, stable, and plausible local self- 
government, offering a guarantee for peace 
and protection of American interests and 
trade in Cuba. If not they know America 
will favor a more radical solution, the con- 
sequence of which will be an early close of 
Spanish rule in the West Indies, |

1898, by 
New York Evening Post.]—Everywhere the 
question today is not Will there be wart’ 
hut “When will the first shot be fired” 
Even those journals which hoped till yester- 


day for peace admit now that as Dona Maria 


Cristina and Sefior Sagasta dare not sur- 
render without a gallant struggle, war seems 
inevitable despite, the delays. The vast ma- 
jority of Englishmen go further, and have 
decided America must win and ought to win. 
They do not go into the niceties of the causes 
of war. America may be acting rightly or 
wrongly in the Maine affair. They only 
know that a sister nation is ranged, as Eng- 
land has been ranged in the past, against 
medieval butchery, and must have their 
sympathies. Even the Times this morning 
recognizes this natural feeling. Its New 
York correspondent’s unctuous scoldings of 
America for bad manners and its half-veiled 
editorial sympathies with Spain today give 
place to the emphatic declaration: Our 
sympathies, so far as the Cuban question is 
concerned, are with the American people as 


against Spanish misgovernment and in- 


humanity.” This is, beyond all question, 
typical of the English feeling generally. 
Equally emphatic is the outburst this 
morning against newspaper suggestions of a 
European concert against America. Such a 
notion, no doubt, would find great favor in 
several European capitals, where the future 
developments of America’s departure from 
the past traditions of American policy 
awaken the gravest disquiet. But never 
was the British ministry or the British peo- 
ple less inclined than at this moment to join 
in any such combination.

stage in the Anglo-German rapprochement.

He Corrects False Impressions 


FRIENDLY TO THIS COUNTRY. 


Much Ignorance on the Subject of 


CONGRESSMEN IN POOR REPUTE. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY MICHAEL DAVITT.] 

Paris, April 16.— [Copyright, 1898, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. I—Feeling in Paris appears on the 
surface to incline towards Spain, but it is 
in no way hostile to America. You have 
only to place the facts about Spain’s failure 
in Cuba and the inhumanities of her rule 
before any Deputy or journalist you talk 
to, and the propriety of the action of the | 
United States becomes plain. A majority 
of the Parisian papers have been led to 
believe that America is aiming at the an- 
nexation of Cuba. They judge the policy of 
the United States by the standard of Eng- 
land’s action in Egypt, and are led by this 
erroneous example to draw conclusions at 
variance with the settled policy of the 
American republic, Convince them that in- 
tervention in Cuba is only a disinterested 
act of courageous humanity, without ulte- 
rior purpose, and the old friendship towards 
the United States is revived. You may rely 
absolutély on the assurance that France 
will never join any hostile act against Amer- 
ica over Cuba in the interest of Spain. 
France does not forget that Spain fought 
against her when the leagued despotisms of 
Europe were organized by England to com- 
bat the republican tendencies of the French 
people a century ago, while America was 
then on her side. 

Russia, the ally of France, would never 
take part in any European concert having 
as its object the coercion of the United 
States in this Cuban conflict. I had an inter- 
view this morning with a Russian diplomat 
of high standing, and he laughed at the 
absurdity of the notion that his government 
could be guilty of any action in this Amer- 
ican-Spanish difficulty hostile to the United | . 
States. Russia joined in the ambassadorial 
interview with McKinley on the suggestion 
of England, who was the inspiration of that 
attempted pressure upon the American re- 
public, but she will not take any part in any 
proposed concerted action which may run 
counter to American feeling on the Monroe 
doctrine, 

Henri Rochefort assured me today that 
France will adopt the same attitude and 
refrain from all irritating interference. It 
is a thousand pities that Senators and Con- 
gressmen make themselves offensive to 
Europeans by attaching more importance 
to their own speeches than to the honor of 
the country in this supreme moment. The 
row in the House of Representatives has 
done great harm to America’s moral prestige 
Im Burope, but with a unifed country and 
ö Congress behind the determined resolve to 
induce Spain to willingly or unwillingly quit 
Cuba in the shortest time possible, it will be- 
come plain to the world that the United 
States, unlike Burope,. can make a supreme 
effort in the cause of humanity so as not to 
tolerate an Armenia at her goors and to put 
an end to the rule or ruin policy of any Abdul 
Hamid who persists in bloodthirsty methods 
of government near the shores of the West- 


ern republic,

ner for funeral services when death has 
resulted from non-contagious disease. No 
special preparation of the body or clothing is 
necessary. The body is always incinerated 


f 


in the clothing as received, but a cloth, 


soaked in alum water is placed around it. 
The coffin in which the body is carried to 
the cemetery is never allowed to be removed 
from the building, but is burned either with 
the body or afterwards. In every instance of 
death from contagious disease the coffin is 
not allowed to enter the chapel, but is taken 
directly to the crematory, where it is burned 
with the body it contains. We supply a 
chaste receptacle for the ashes of the body 
and the ashes may be obtained on the day 


following incineration The residue in ashes 


usually amounts to about four pounds. 
Flowers may be placed upon the coffin or 
upon the body before it is placed in the fur- 
nace. Most of those who have had charge 
of incinerations have believed that the most 
satisfactory way to dispose of the receptacle 
containing the ashes is to bury it in a family 
plot. In this way the sentiment connected 
with trees and shrubbery, the songs of 
birds, and restful landscapes is preserved. 
We have incinerated the bodies of several 
people of note at Graceland, and many of 
those who had simply thought the matter 
out and considered it the more wholesome 
and efficacious way of disposing of their 
remains.“ 

Eugene C. Long, Secretary of Rosehill 
Cemetery association, said regarding the 
subject of cremation: 

“Some six or seven years ago our asso- 
ciation discussed the advisability of putting 
in a crematory and we decided against it. 
Our association and our people are opposed 
to any practice that would revive the bar- 
barism of the past. The funeral pyre is a 
barbarism. We are opposed to any fad of 
cranks or innovation of sensationalists. 
Cremation is such an innovation. Nature 
provided the earth as the natural] receptacle 
for all things animate and provided also 
for restoration and renewal through her own 
processes. The trees, the flowers, animals, 
and mankind since the world began have re- 
turned to earth incorruptible, and fulfilled 
the process of nature.

paganism to accomplish a scientific prin- 
aciple, even if it were scientific, which I deny. 
It is not even a moral principle. The only 
claims in favor of cremation are that it is 
good for the poor, because cheaper; that it 
more speedily and effectually disposes of the 
impurities: arising from dead bodies. Weil, 
it is impossible that these cremating fur- 
naces should not throw off noxious and 
poisonous gases which passing into the at- 
mosphere make unwholesome and charged 
with disease the air breathed by the living. 
Our people discussed all of this five or 
years ago, and after consulting our 
patrons and members of our association we 
unanimously decided against cremation, 
therefore against building a crematory, for 
which in reality there was but little demand. 
Instead of increasing, I believe the patron- 
age of crematories is already dying out.“ 
Superintendent George H. Scott of Rose- 
hill Cemetery referred to a treatise on 
* Sanitary Methods of Burial,” read by him 
before the sixth annual convention of Amer- 
ican Cemetery Superintendents, held in Bal- 
timore in 1892, and ‘said he had seen no 
cause since to change the views he then 
held. Mr. Scott then held that the earth is 
designed as nature’s depository and deodor- 
izer and contains all the chemicals neces- 
sary for the decomposition and absorption 
of dead bodies. Concerning cremation Mr. 
Scott said: 
However cremation may be patronized in 
the future, in its present revival as yet the 
public does not approve of it. In the minds 
of the majority of people there arises a sort 
of paralyzing horror at submitting the re- 
mains of their dear departed relatives to 
its process.“

ELATIVELY few were aware that the 
Roman Catholic Church discoun- 
tenanced cremation until the refusal 
of the ecclesiastics of the faith to 
which the late Anton Seidl belonged 

to officiate at his obsequies had the effect of 
attracting the attention of the public to the 
fact. The refusal was couched in kindly 
language, inasmuch as it was stated that 
while the rules of the church forbade the use 
of the customary funeral rites in the case of 
a person who was about to be incinerated 
in accordance with his own ante-mortem di- 
rections, the efforts of Archbishop Corrigan 
and his priests would be devoted to offering 
spiritual consolation to his widow. Since 


then both the clergy and the newspapers 


have been bombarded with inquiries about 
the matter, and inasmuch as the disposal of 
our dead is a problem which confronts every 
one of us, no matter how frivolous or dis- 
inclined to serious thought we may be, a 
few words explaining the attitude not only 
of the Catholic Church, but likewise that of 
other denominations, toward the question

vate where adult# are concerned. I may 
add that the Cathelici'Church makes no ob- 
jection whatsoevey to its members ¢ccept- 
ing employment imfonnection with cremate- 
riums as medical advisers’ officials and as 
ordinary workmen; rior has anybody bees 
ever deprived of the sacraments on this ac- 
count. 
It is only since 189 that cremation has 
been officially disdéuntenanced by the Cath- 
olle Church save & the case ot the excep- 
tions enumerated.

Navy Department Exhibit. 

The exhibit of the Navy department will 
be exceedingly interesting in view of the 
widespread attention given to naval affairs 
at the present time. The models of the new 
armored vesséls of the navy will be there, 
and among them the ill-fated battleship 
Maine. The models will embrace the fol- 
lowing list of vessels: Massachusetts, Mian-

Why, one of my first 
posts was at Shawneetown on the Ohio Riv- 
er, where that dreadful disaster occurred 
the other day. Here we had a building for 
hospital, and real beds—well, they looked 
a good deal like berths in a steamer, and 
were filled with straw instead of mattresses, 
and of pillows we had none, but they were 
beds, and we were thankful! 
bless you, there were weeks when our poor, 
sick boys had to live on corn bread and bean 
coffée! Sometimes we attained to rice, bar- 
ley, soup, and coffee—queer old soup and 
coffee it was, too, and when we wanted to 
swecten anything we used molasses’

LBANY, N. Y., April 16.~[Special.]— 
A. Stewart Appleton, the projector of 
a gigantic scheme for a cross-country 


a canal from the Atlantic to the Mis- 


sissippi, has just given a most inter- 
esting outline of his stupendous plan, which, 
if carried out, would revolutionize the com- 
mercial conditions of this country. 

This.“ said Mr. Appleton, “is a canal 
building era. The greatest now being dug 
is the Chicago drainage canal, connecting 
the southwest corner of Lake Michigan 
with the Illinois River, thence into the Mis- 
sissippi and Gulf of Mexico. The greatest 
canal proposed, in its traffic-carrying rela- 
tions to commerce, is the ship canal from 
the southeast corner of Lake Michigan to 
the west end of Lake Erie at Toledo, O. The 
tonnage of the great lakes through the 
Straits of Mackinaw and the Detroit River 
conveying the grain, meat, and ore of the 
Western plains and mines to the Eastern 
markets of the world, is the greatest aggre- 
gated anywhere. The Nicaraguan Canal will 
open a new channel to the Pacific coast, 
Australia, and India, but existing routes to 
the two latter are.as short as the Nicara- 
guan, and the Pacific coast is so thinly pop- 
ulated that decades will expire before the 
traffic by way of the Nicaraguan, even with 
the impetus given Pacific coast population 


by the canal, will equal one-tenth of the al- 


ready annual tonnage of Lakes Michigan and 
Erie, which will move at once. The shorter 
channel is open eastward from Lake Michi- 
gan, into Lake Erie, and thence by way of 
the Erie Canal to the seaboard at New York 
and to Burope.

The gen- 
eral effect of the exhibition is that of a 
collection of hasty sketches, mingled. with 
dome more elaborate works, painted to 
show how cleverly the artists could perform 
certain tricks. They may for the most part 
be compared to the trivial chatter of dil- 
ettanti in verbal expression; very little is 
said, but it is nicely put. 

Of course water color and pastel are me- 
diums which lend themselves to this sort 
of thing more than most any other medium, 
but it would be a pleasure to see a few works 
in the exhibition whigh would leave a more 
lasting impression than a fleeting admiration 
for clever handling and ingenious combina- 
tions of the tones à la mode. Even a detailed 
review of the exhibition might well be dis- 
pensed with, for the mention of the names 
of many of the exhibiters will immediately 
suggest to every one familiar with previous 
Water color exhibitions just about what is 
to be seen from them.

“The movement to connect Lakes Erie 
and Michigan was inaugurated in Washing-

If the project is successful, it will give to the 
country a deep-water ocean ship canal, the 


Chitago and the large tributaries to those 
cities, direct eastward water connections 
with the Atlantic seaboard and the markets 
of Kurope. The deep-water convention in 
Cleveland, O.—which succeeded in definitely 
bringing about the proposed deepening of 
the Erie Canal, which connects the east end 
of Lake Erie across New York State with 
the Atlantic at New York City—was ani- 
mated entireiy in the interest of the Lake 
Erie and Michigan and Mississippi River 
Canal. 

Some time ago prominent Western peo- 
ple and myself asked Congress for an ap- 
propriation of $15,000,000 toward the canal. 
The President of the Grand Rapids (Mich.) 
Chamber of Commerce has pledged that or- 
ganization in the sum of §50,000 for prelim- 
inary survey, and other large commercial 
bodies throughout Michigan and the Toledo 
Board of Trade have also actively inter- 
ested their organizations in the enterprise. 
Secretary George B. Stone of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, in his last annual report, 


argued strongly in favor of immediate ac- 


tion by the government. ‘ 

The commercial advantages of the 
in New York City will be inestimable. The 
canal will entirely revolutionize the traffic 
of the great lakes. It is the only link neces- 
gary to complete the chain of ocean connec- 
tions between New York City and the West, 
making a perfectly practicable waterway 
eastward from the great Western, North- 
western, and Southwestern States to the 
Atlantic seaboard, reducing the distance, 
time, and danger of lake travel through 
one of the most beautiful prairies in the 
world—an immense avenue of traffic and 
house boating pleasure between the West 
and New York, to be likened only to the 
Thames of England and the Volga of Russia. 

The deepening and widening of the IIli- 
nois and Michigan Canal, which connects 
Lake Michigan via the Illinois and Missis- 
sipp! Rivers with the Gulf of Mexico, is now 
in progress. The State of Illinois has con- 
structed two very fine locks in the Illinois 
River, which the Illinois Legislature has 
offered as a gift to the United States gov- 
ernment if Congress will dredge and sustain 
the Illinois River to a navigable depth com- 
mensurate with the locks. 

General Craighill, chief of engineers, U. 
. A., in a recent report has recommended 
that the government accept the offer, as it 
is obviously the duty of the government in 
the interests of commerce todo. The people 
of Minneapolis and St. Paul, where the gov- 
ernment has been constructing locks and 
dams to make the twin cities the head of 
navigation of the Mississippi River, are 
deeply interested in the Lake Erie and 
Michigan Canal. The railroads of the North- 
west are now transporting loaded freight 
trains on flat boats across Lake Michigan 
from Milwaukee to Benton. Harbor and 
thence via the Big Four route to Néport 
News, Va., and across the Atlantic, thus 
diverting it from New York City. St. Louis 
merchants are interested in the canal be- 
cause all their heavy shipments of goods 
from New York, which are now billed via 
Buffalo and around the lakes, will have less 
freight charges and the distance lessened 
a thousand miles by means of a canal.

The 
decrepit horse has at least one advantage 
over the decrepit bicycle—it goes faster in 
THE IMPENDING CONFLICT. — | 
The time for action has come. The hope- 
lessness of attempting to settle the Cuban 
question by pacific measures has been dem- 
onstrated. The tiresome delays of di- 
plomacy have been exhausted. The last 
word has been spoken by Congress. It has 
issued its mandate that Spain must relin- 
quish the authority over Cuba which it has 
abused so long and tufn that island over to 
its own people, peaceably if it-is so dis- 
posed, forcibly it it he necessary. To that 
end the government has assembled its fight- 
ing ships at Hampton Roads and Key West, 
and from every section of the country its 
regulars are on the way to Tampa, Mobile, 
New Orleans, and the historie ground of 
Chickamauga, where they, will be within 
striking distance of Cuba after the fleet has 
blazed the way for their coJperation with 
the insurgents and their occupation of Ha- 
vana. 
The direction of events will shortly be in 
the hands of the President as Commander 
in Chief, assisted by his Cabinet, Congress, 
the departments, the army and the navy, 
and the people. He will send an ultimatum 
to Spain, requiring an immediate and cate- 
gorical reply, indicating whether it will vol- 
untarily give up its sovereignty over Cuba 
or whether it must be evicted by this coun- 
try. There can be little doubt as to the 
nature of the reply. In one hour from the 
time of its receipt the President undoubted- 
ly will give the orders that will unloose the 
big ships at Hampton Roads and Key Wet 
and sound the drums for action in the gre 
encampmeuts. If it be necessary the 
militia will be called upon as an auxiliary to 
the regulars. 
The portending war may be long or it may 
be short. It is to be hoped it will be short, 
but whether long or short it will, de a 
struggle whith will enlist the sympathy and 
the support of every patriotic American, 
and one into which no partisan considera- 
tions will enter. It will put the finishing 
stroke to sectionalism. North and South 
will march together under the same flag 
and the memoagies of the war of the re- | 
bellion will disappear in the enthusiasm 
of this war for humanity.. The forthcom- 
ing struggle is not one for money, for ter- 
ritorial acquisition, or for aggrandizement 
of any kind. At its close this country will 
not be a foot of land or a dollar of money 
the richer. The Island of Cuba will be 
given to the Cubans, and there is no mon- 
ey to be squeezed out of a bankrupt na- 
tion, which will be more hopelessly involved 
than ever when it-has lost its chief revenuc 
producer. It will be a war for civiliza- 
tion and humanity on the one hand and for 
the avenging of one of the most cruel and

There are some 
new and important offices to be filled this 
fall, and it is of the greatest consequence 
that competent, trustworthy individuals 
should be chosen to fill them. 
The voters will choose in November for 
the first time a Board of Assessors of five 
members who are to do that work which has 
been done so unsatisfactorily in the past by 
town Assessors. They will elect also a 
Board of Review of three members to per- 
form duties which have not been performed 
acceptably in the past by those to whom 
they have been intrusted. 

The taxpayers believe the new assess- 
ment system will be a great improvement 
on the one they have suffered under so long, 
but they will not be able to detect much 
difference if they elect to office under the 
new law the same kind of men they have 


been choosing under the old law. If the 


Board of Assessors is made up of men who 
have won unpleasant fame as town Asses- 
sors there will be no change for the better. 
It is more than likely that the Democratic 
county convention, which will be held next 
month, will nominate the men who were 
elected Assessors of West, North, and 
South Chicago this spring as members of 
the new Board of Assessors.

THE APPORTIONMENT CASE. 

The suit brought. by the Democrats to 
test the constitutionality of the legislative 
apportionment act enacted by the present 
General Assembly was argued in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday. The Attorney 
General and ex-Governors Palmer and 
Fifer contended that the law was valid. 
Judge Shope and ex-Attorney General Mo- 
loney attacked it. 

It was argued on one side that the Gen- 
eral Assembly can make only one legislative 
apportionment in each decade, and that, 
having made one in 1893, it cannot make 
another until a new national census has 
been taken, It was argued in support of 
the constitutionality of the act that the 
Legislature has power to enact laws on 
any subject unless denied that power spe- 
cifically or by necessary implication; but 
that in this case there is no express o r im- 
plied prohibition. Therefore, While the 
Legislature must make an apportionment 
every ten years, it is not prohibited from 
making more than one apportionment. The 
point was made also that the question in- 
volved, being pprely political, the court 
should incline to that construction of the 
language of the constitution adopted by the 
legislative and executive branches. 

It is intimated that the Judges will con- 
sidgr this case at once and that a decision 
may be expeéted this week. There is no 
reason why such prompt action should not 
be taken. It will be easy for the court to 
make public the conclusion if has arrived at 
and then hand down its long opinion at 
some future time. The decision is what in- 
terests the people the most. They will wait 
to hear the reasons. 

Legislative conventions have been held 
in some distriets which have not been 
changed by the act of 1894, The country 
politicians would like to hold all the con- 
ventions as soon as possible, but they do 
not want to act until it has been settled 
whether the gerrymander of 1893 or the 
law enacted this year is te be in force. 

This state of uncertainty makes it de- 
sirable that the Supreme Court should de- 
cide the case promptly, just as it did in 
1894, when it had to pass on the constitu- 
tionality of the old apportionment act. 
Probably most of the Judges had given the 
subject considerable thought before yes- 
terday’s arguments began, so it cannot take 
them long to reach a conclusion. 


HELP FOR SHAWNEETOWN. Ai 
The formal appeal by the representatives 
of the State Board of Charities for aid for 
the sufferers by the flood at Shawneetown 
should not be lost sight of amid the excite- 


report of the officers of the board, issued a 
week ago, some forty persons wete esti- 
mated to have lost their lives, while 1,200 
were left more or leas destitute and over 200 
totally dependent upon charity for support. 
Later reports represent that these estimates 
are rather below. than above the actual 
figures. Some hundreds of homes ha ve been 
either wrecked or carried away by the 
flood, while a large proportion of the others 
have been damaged to the extent of hun- 


less complete destruction of furniture, cloth- 
ing, and provisions. A large proportion of 
the houseless residents have been compelled 
to live in tents, exposed to the changes of 
temperature and the weather, and with in- 
sufficient clothing, besides being wholly de- 
pendent upon supplies of food brought from 
without. The sufferings of working people 
deprived of employment have been especial- 
ly severe. Their condition should be liberal- 
ly remembered by citizens of Chicago in 
contributions, which may be sent to B. G. 
Keith of the Metropolitan National Bank, 
in the Woman's Temple Building, Treas- 
urer of the Relief committee. 


THE RESULTS OF WAR. 

The uncertainty which has prevailed dur- 
ing the last two months as to whether thére 
was to be war has had a depressing effect 
upon business. Manufacturers and mer- 
chants have been kept in a state of neryous 
suspense. They have felt unable to make 
plans for the future as long as the great 
question now agitating the country re- 
mained unsettled. 

But war will be declared this week, and 
business will go on precisely as it would 
have done had there never been any Cuban 
question. It will not be long before those 
business-men who have been dreading the 
effect of war on trade and commerce will | 
find to their surprise that it has none, A 
war with Great Britain would have a seri- 
ous effect on many American interests. A 
contest. with Spain will be merely an inci- 
dent in the life of the United States. Busi- 
ness-men will read of it in the papers. They 
will not feel it in their shops and factories. 

As the country will hold fast to the gold 
standard, there will not be that depreciation 
of the value of the currency which was one 
of the worst economic features of the war 
of the rebellion. The prices of products 
rose faster than did the wages of labor. 
During the coming war prices will not rise 
and the purchasing power of labor will not 
shrink. 

The bonded debt of the United States will 
be increased somewhat. Taxation will be 
heavier for a time than it is now. But the 


checks, etc., which will produce over a hun- 
dred million dollars, will not be felt by those 
who pay them. Seventy-two million people, 
whose aggregate wealth is over 63 billions, 
will not notice these war taxes. 

The navy will be enlarged until it is 
worthy of the country. The impetus given 
within the last two months will not lose 
strength. Vessel will be added to vessel 
until there can be an American fleet on 
every sea where there are American inter- 
ests to be looked after. 

The new coast defenses. not yet entirely 
completed will necessitate a large increase 
in the regulararmy. The strength of that 
army is only about half what it was in 
1867, when the population was only half 
what it is now. It is absurdly small con- 
sidering the extent of the country and the 
number of its inhabitants. 

These will be the material results of the 
war in which the United States is about to 
embark. There will be moral results which, 
at home and abroad, will be even more val- 
uable, though the speculators and the “ hu- 
manitarians believe that all wars are 
wrong. 

The consideration in which nations are 
held by Eufopean powers does not depend 
on their population or their territorial area. 
It depends on their ability to fight and their 
readiness to do so when occasion arises. 
China is unwarlike and is despised. The 
United States is wealthy and populous. It, 
too, would be if it gave evidence that it 
preferred peace with shame to war with 
honor. % |

NO SUCCESSOR TO MRS, STANTON. 

The wail of Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
that there is no one to succeed her is an 
unconscious confession of the fundamental 
weakness of her cause. Her lifelong cam- 
paign on behalf of woman's rights has 
been based upon the unconscious hypothe- 
sis that all women were like her, while the 
truth is that not one womah in a million 
is like her. Indeed, her wail for a suc- 
cessor shows that there is not one woman in 
thirty-five million who is like her. 

From the first Mrs. Stanton has combined 
in herself to a remarkable degree the at- 
tributes of both a man anda woman. All 
through her active life spe did the combined 
work of two. She was a faithful wife and 
a devoted mother, while at the same time 
carrying on a reform propaganda with a 
thoroughly masculine force and pertinac- 
ity. She attended to her household duties 
and at the same time wrote reams of 
speeches and arranged numberless conven- 
tions. Wherever two or three political lead- 
ers were gathered together, there she was 
also, or a manuscript bomb of her manu- 


tion in the masculine councils. Which was 
her vocation and which was her avocatioa 
may be a. matter of doubt, but she never 
neglected the one for the other. 

The woman with the physical strength 
to keep up this double work for half a cen- 
tury is not a representative of her sex. 
She is unique; hence Mrs, Stanton’s error 
when she generalized upon her own desires 
and feelings, and concluded that what she 
wanted all women wanted. And hence 
the fact that at the close of her long and 
able career she looks in vain for a woman 
upon whose shoulders she can drop her 
mantle of sublime aggressiveness. 

To the last Mrs. Stanton’s intellect is es- 
sentially masculine. This is not to say she 
lacks feminine qualities of heart. She has 
always been a whole-souled woman, and 
there is no denying the nobility of her 
motives or the practical amelioration she 
has secured in some directions for her sex. 
But her mind works with the force and the 
processes of a man's mind. She has more 
in common with men today than she has 
with women. She unwittingly announces 
the fact herself when she says: “My ef- 
forts have drawn more recognition from 
men whom I have fought than from the 
women for whom I battled.” The mascu- 
linity of her mental processes is shown 
more strikingly than ever in her closing 
and most unfortunate literary project, the 
“ Woman’s Bible,” in which she ruthlessly 
dismembers the sayings of prophets and 
saints alike, tearing the claim of divine 
inspiration to tatters, to prove that the 
Bible is a man-made book for the glorifica- 
tion of man and the subjugation and dis- 
honoring of women, This it was that 
drove her from the presence and compan- 
ijonship even of a wholesale reformer like 
Miss Willard and of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance union. Mrs. Stanton's vault- 
ing ambition to reform everything that 
stood in the way of her pet reform finally 
led her to this attempt to reform high 
heaven itself.

ON ARMY COLONY. 

2 ot Salvation Army 
colonists— thirty in number—left Chica go 
tor Colorado yesterday. The army has 
bought a section of land and éach colonist 
will be given an allotment of ten acres. A 
cottage will be built for him and he will be 
supplied with farm implements, a cow and 
a pig, and seed for the first sowing: He will 
also be supplied with provisions until he has 
harvested his first crop. 

These things are to be paid for, however. 

The head of each family will be charged 
$500 for his land, house, and other advances 
made. him, but he will be given ten years 
in whieh to pay it. If he is unable to do so 
in that time he must be very shiftless or the 
seasons must have been steadily bad. 

Undoubtedly many of the colonists will 
fail. It is rather a risky venture to take for 
those men accustomed to city life and who 
know nothing of farming. It is assumed 
sometimes that men take to the plow and 
the spade as naturally as ducks do to the 
water, but that is an error. Farming is a 
business, like any other, and he who would 
succeed at it should serve a long apprentice- 
ship. 

Ordinarily the people who have failed to 
earn a living in the cities have done so be- 
cause of their own shortcomings. They are 
not the persons to make successful colonists, 
but the Salvation Army officers are not bad 
judges of human nature, and it is more 
than likely that most of the persons whom 
they have picked out will make a good use 
of the opportunity given them. 7 

The colonization policy of the Salvation 
Army is eminently practical. Debs pro- 
poses to establish colonies as a first step to- 
wards revolutionizing existing institutions. 
The Salvation Army aims simply at giving 
to men who are stranded in the great cities 
a chance to become independent and have 
homes of their own. 1 

This is a noble work, which the army 
would carry on upon a more extensive scale 
if it had more money. But what little it 
does have it will make an excellent use of. 
Reckless almsgiving fosters dependence and 
pauperism, but aid intelligently given, 
which makes men self-supporting, is true 
charity. 


FRENCH AND ENGLISH. 

If there were the slightest reason for sup- 
posing that people in general are in dan- 
ger of forgetting that they do thege things 
better in France,” French insistence upov 
it would effectually guard against such a 
result. 

The second volume of the correspondence 
of Victor Hugo, just published in Paris, 
furnishes another illustration that the 
Frenchman never forgets or fails to insist 
upon the superiority in general of things 
French. In a letter of Jules Lacroix to

. tain points as to translating Shakspeare 
the author of “Hernani” and Ruy 
Blas” replies as follows: “In the French 
language there is an abyss between prose 
and verse; in English there is hardly any 
difference. It is the magnificent privilege 
of the literary tongues,’ Greek, Latin, and 
French, to possess a prose. This privilege 
English does not enjoy. There is no prose 
in English. The genius of the two tongues 
is therefore profoundly distinct in this mat- 
ter. What Shakspeare was able to do in 
English he certainly would not have done 
in French.” 7

THE “DON’T WORRY” MOVEMENT. 

In this day of multitudinous and more or 
Jess nonsensical cults it is refreshing to note 
the rise of one with as much common sense 
in it as that originated by Theodore F. 
Seward, author of a book called Don’t 
Worry; or, the Scientific Law of Happi- 
ness.” Mr. Seward has made no new dis- 
covery, but his philosophy of happiness has 
caught the attention of the fad seekers in 
many of the Eastern cities, and has given 
rise to a cult of sufficient extent to be dig- 
nified with the name of the Don’t Worry 
movement. 

The movement began last fall with the al- 
most simultaneous establishment of several 
Don't Worry ” circles in New York City, 
followed presently by the establishment of 
a national central circle at 67 Irving place. 
The idea spread to Brooklyn and to Wash- 
ington, and in the national capital specially 
it is said many circles have been formed or 
are in process of organization. The New. 
England cities are now said to be taking up 
the movement. At last reports Mr. Seward 
was in Springfield, Mass., expounding his 
ideas to interested audiences of women. 

For those who must needs have a new cult 
in place of an old faith Mr. Seward’s prop- 
aganda ought to serve a useful purpose. 
His idea is nothing but a rehabilitation 
and emphasizing of Christ’s injunction, 
“ Take no thought for the morrow,” and the 
erection of it into a sort of ism with a 
new name. But it cuts loose from the 
bonds of dogma and follows the methods of | 
common sense rather than the usual theo- 
logical machinery in showing the way to 
“the liberty wherewith Christ hath made 
you free.” For this reason it may be able 
to .administer . the mental. peace of 
Christian faith to some who could never 
drink it out of the old theological vessels. 

The cardinal principle of Mr. Seward’s 
gospel of laissez faire differs but little from 
that of each of the similar cults which have 
won a considerable following in the last de- 
cade or two. It contains the nub of truth 
that redeems mental healing, faith cure, 
Christian science, and the rest of 
the fad cults of the day from 
meriting entire condemnation. In so 
far as each of these helps the mind to 
assert its supremacy over itself and over the 
body it is of genuine value. The non- 
sensical mysticism in which most of these 
cults are swaddled doubtless has its attrac- 
tion for certain misty-minded individuals, 
bat it leads off into so many vagaries that 
it does more harm than good. If the

Vi2- 
tor Hugo’s statement as to the clearly 
marked distinction between prose and po- 
etry in the French language may be ace 
cepted as correct. It is also true that 
English rhetoricians and critics have been 
at great pains to distinguish between prose 
and poetry in English, and failing to make 
a satisfactory division have been compelled 
to recognize an intermediate classification 
—prose-poetry—to which the bulk of Vie- 
tor Hugo’s writings, as they appear in 
English, may be said to belong. 

French, on the other hand, admits of no 
doubt as to what is poetry and what is 
not. It may be poor poetry, and, as a matter 
of fact, it generally is, but it is as readily 
classified as. English verse by thédse who 
determine what is poetry by the length of 
the lines and the capital letters with which 
they begin. 

It may be admitted also that in both 
prose and poetry in French there are 
nuances, or shadings of sentiment and ex- 
pression, for which the English language 
is too direct and forceful. This undoubted 
charm jn the lighter graces of style the 
French language possesses in perfection. 
But when there is occasion to express 
really sublime or noble thought English 
rises in its simplicity, directness, force, and 
majesty immeasurably above the tongue of 
Racine and Moliére, of De Musset and 
Victor Hugo. | 

A SCHEME is under consideration in th

SPORT ON A NEW BASIS. 


Rules Formulated to Govern the 
Conduct of Club Members.

MATEUR oarsmen are to be much

The sport has occupied a minor position 
among the other amusements of the ath- 
letes of Chicago for several years, and 
just why has often been wondered. The 


answer generally vouchsafed is because of 


the lack of proper government. Such a 


trivial matter as this, however, it is as- 
serted, has been standing in the way of the 
sport of rowing in Chicago, which has one 
of the greatest oarsmen of the world and a 
man of international reputation, Dr. W. 8. 
McDowell of Henley fame. There have been 
big races in the past, 1 between 
the Delaware Boat clu s and Wiscon- 
sin, and there is a hope that other contests 
may be with the Badgers, as Chi- 
cago is practically the only Western loca- 
tion for a race with them and the Chicago 
clubs would furnish them good quarters. 

The Lincoln Park navy, which is now the 
largest body of oarsmen in Chicago, is mak- 
ing plans to foster the sport and carry it 
on systematically and in a manner which 
will make it one of the most attractive of 
public amusements. 

„Lincoln Park navy means more this 
year than it has in the past. The Lincoln 
Park navy now consists of a well organized 
association of boat clubs, with executive 
officers who are prepared to see that the 
sport is held-rigidly within control of the 
central governing body and that the be- 
havior of oarsmen on the water shall be 
such that no adverse criticism can arise, 
and it will also take up the important feature 
of seeing that no oarsman who is not neatly 
clad and wearing some club color appears 
on the park lagoons. It will also see that 
the * are properly arranged and com- 
petent officials are chosen before the events. 

New rules to govern rowing on the 
lagoons have been formulated, new boats 
have been ordered, new clubs are being 
formed, and the general activity shown on 
every hand is one of the promising signs, 
and, as oarsmen all believe in signs of some 
sort, they take this omen as being one of 
the sort which portends success. 

The oarsmen of the different clubs found 
last year that when it came to holding the 
big events on Labor day everything was in 
a muddle. No rules had been made to gov- 
ern the racing, none of the officials knew 
what they were to do, and the events were 
run off in such an unsatisfactory manner 
that the public, on whom the oarsmen are 
depending for the success of the sport, be- 
came disgusted. * 

With this failure in mind, at the annual 
meeting of the Lincoln Park navy, held at 
the Montello club not long ago, rules were 
drafted to put the sport on a better footing, 
and the whole constitution of the navy was 
vised in a most business- 


gone over and re 
like manner. . 

Commodore Catlin, who is one of the hard- 
est workers for the ess of rowing in 
Chicago, presided, and, ‘after a long discus- 
sion, it was decided that two members from 
each club should be allowed to vote on the 
subject of appointing a committee which 
is practically to have absolute control of 
racing in Chicago and which is to be the 
executive body of Chicago oarsmen. 

This committee was named and is as fol- 


lows: 

President, Charles Catlin of the Catlin 
Boat club; Secretary, D. D. Griffiths, Vice 
Commodore of the Lincoln Park navy; John 
Schaack of the Delawares, George Essig of 
the Iroquois, and Commodore Keefe, 1 

To this committee was left the entire re- 
sponsibility of forming rules for the asso- 
ciation, and, with the regulations of the Eng- 
lish and Canadian rowing clubs as models, 
the members went to work and made out 
the new Regatta committee rules. ; 

These rules are posted in each club’s quar- 
ters. Many changes are made, all of which 
tend to better the sport. Prominent among 
these rules is the adoption of the English 
regulation in regard to the costumes of oars- 
men on the water. Many objections were 
heard, not only from the Lincoln Park board 
but from other sources, in regard to the 
clothing worn, not only in racing but in 
practice, and the committee with that point 
in view has adopted the English rule, which 
provides that the costume to be worn shall 
be of sufficient length to cover the knees 
and also to come over the shoulders, To 
this rule many objections have been raised 
but it is safe to say that it will not be 
2 e The rules are as follows:

boat clubs, and the Lincoln Park clubs have 
a desire to test their skill with some of the 
crews from neighboring cities. 

The course in the lagoon at Lincoln Park 
is to be the scene of many races this year, 
and it is planned to hold races of some kind 
at least once a month. The course is to be 
marked off with buoys at different points 
and are to mark the distances. The buoys 
will be placed at quarter mile points, so that 
the oarsman can, in practice, easily figure 
out his training distance. 

The newly organized Montello Athletic 
club, whose President is the best oarsman in 
Chicago, Dr. W. 8. McDowell, is to have a 
boating department, and its members will 
occupy & prominent position in the boating 
affairs of the navy. The new club has a 
larger membership than the boat clubs and

| MAROUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 

By an imperial decree Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand has just been gazetted Deputy 
Commander-in-Chiet of the Austro-Hun- 
garian military and naval forces, the com- 
mand-in-chief being, of course, retained by 
the Emperor himself. 

The action of Francis Joseph in the matter 


is with a view to assuring his nephew's suc- - 


cession to the throne, the rights to which 
have been questioned by: Kossuth and by 
other Hungarian patriots, who insist that 
the so-called pragmatic senction is an al- 
together mythical document, and that in 
consequence thereof the Hungarian crown 
should descend by right not to the Arch- 
duke, but to little Archduchess Elizabeth, 
the only daughter of the late Crown Prince 
Rudolph. 

Then, too, owing to the serious illness of 
Francis Ferdinand, the duties of heir ap- 
parent had been delegated for a time to his 
younger brother Otho, and this had given 
rise to a very general impression that 
Francis Ferdinand had either resigned or 
else been deprived of his rights of succes- 
sion to the crown. 

So in order to set all these questions at 
rest the Emperor has now gazetted Francis 
Ferdinand as his deputy, not only in com- 
mand of the army and navy but also in all 
administrative and ceremonial matters. He 
is to take up his residence in the exquisite- 
ly beautiful Belvedere Palace at Vienna, 
famous as having belonged to the celebrated 
General Prince Eugene, and subsequently 
the home of the Belvedere Picture Gallery; 
and the Ministers of State—in particular the 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs, of the War 
department, the Premiers of Austria and 
Hungary, and the chief dignitaries of the 
imperial court and empire—have received 
instructions to wait upon him regularly 
every week, and under certain circum- 
stances each day, in order to communicate 
to him all important dispatches, measures, 
and current business, the Archduke having 
the right of stating his opinions and tender- 
ing his advice, which are to be placed on 
record by the Minister concerned. 

From this it will be seen that the Emperor 
has conferred upon his nephew prerogatives, 
privileges, and rank superior to those en- 
joyed by any other heir to a throne, and 
infinitely greater than those conceded to 
the late Crown Prince Rudolph, who, in point 
of military rank, was only Inspector Gen- 
eral of Infantry at the time of his tragic 
death. 


Archduke Francis Ferdinand in one word 
becomes a sort of Viceroy and coregent o 
the dual empire, and the Emperor has al- 
ready surrounded him with a large military 
and nayal staff in his capacity as Deputy 
Commander-in-Chief of the military and 
naval forces. 

In this way should anything happen to the 
Emperor and should he be carried off sud- 
denly efther by sickness or by violence, his 
next heir, Francis Ferdinand, would not 
only have already in his hands the direction 
and the executive command of the army and 
navy. but also the reins of the civil govern- 


ment. 
The question now arises as to whether it 


is not necessary for him to surrender to his 


younger brother, Otho, both the sur- 
name of d'Este and the enormous d'Este 
estates and fortune. When these, by the 
Geath without issue of the last reigning 
Hapsburg Duke of Modena d' Este, passed 
into the possession of the late Archduke 
Charles Louis, eldest brother of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, it was stipulated that they 
should never be held by the heir to the 
throne, but by the Archduke hext in rank 
and nearest to the crown. 

By virtue of this arrangement when 
Crown Prince Rudolph died and his uncle, 
the late Archduke Charles Louis, became 
ipse facto heir apparent, the property as 
well as the name d'Este passed to his eldest 
son, Francis Ferdinand. | 

When Charles Louis himself died last 
spring Francis Ferdinand should by rights 
have ceded the estates to his younger 
brother Otho, since by his father’s demise 
he had become heir to.the crown. He was, 
however, in such frail and delicate health 
that it was doubtful whether he would sur- 
vive the Emperor, and the question was 
therefore left in abeyance. 

Now that he has recovered his health and 
has been gazetted Vice Emperor with a 
view to his succession to the throne there 
is no longer any excuse for his retgining 
possession of the vast Modena d'Este es- 
tates, which are valued at some $35,000,000, 
and which will in consequence now pass to 
his brother, Archduke Otho, the black sheep 
of the imperial family, whom they may 


possibly console for his disappointment in | 


eonnection with the imperial throne, which 


he counted upon inheriting owing to the ill 


health of his brother. 

I understand that as soon as ever the 
Belvedere Palace is restored and ready for 
the occupation of the Archduke his engage- 
ment to the young Archduchess Elizabeth, 
daughter of Crown Prince Rudolph, will be 
announced. By this marriage, which from 
a dynastic point of view is most desirable, 
all the difficulties and troublesome ques- 
tions concerning the right of the Archduke 
to succeed to the throne of Hungary will 
be definitely settled. 

The Archduke had always wanted to mar- 
ry the widowed Crown Princess Stephanie. 
But this was rendered impossible by rea- 
son of the statute of the imperial house 
of Hapsburg, which debars any Archduke 
in the line of succession to the throne from 
wedding a widow, and was further unde- 
sirable owing to the .doctors having de- 
clared the Crown Princess incapable of ever 
giving birth to another child. He is now 
contenting himself with the Crown Princess’ 
daughter. Had he persisted in wedding the 
widowed Crown Princess herself he would 
have been forced to resign his rights of suc- 
cession to the throne. 

— 

The announcement contained in the En- 
glish papers that much and widespread re- 
gret will be caused by the news of the death 
of the Countess of Berkeley must be taken 
with a certain amount of salt, for the peeress 
in question was utterly unknown to English 
society and was never admitted to the pres- 
ence of the Queen or of royalty. 

She was not, however, unknown to the peo- 
ple in this country, for she accompanied 
Violet Cameron on the occasion of the lat- 
ters memorable theatrical tour in the 
United States, when the present Earl of 
Lonsdale acted as.manager of the venture. 
At that time Lady Berkeley was the widow 
of a man of the name of Jackson, while her 
professional name was Edith Brandon, and 
she was known as one of the so-called 
harmers of the troupe. 

For several years after succeeding to the 
Earldom the present Earl refrained from 
taking his seat in the House of Lords pre- 
cisely on account of his marriage, which 
led him to prefer a residence on the conti- 
nent, where his consort was not exposed to 
so many slights as in England. 

Curiously enough his father made his home 
abroad for much the same reason. For he 
had eloped with a lady of French birth, the 
wife of the British Admiral, Sir Fleetwood 
Pellew, and the suit for divorce brought by 
the latter, with the Earl as corespondent, 
gave rise to so much scandal that after 
wedding Lady Pellew the late Earl made up 
his mind to live entirely on the continent. 


The present Earl spent his youth in the 
navy, and a few years ago, realizing that 
his education had been somewhat neglected 


at sea, went through a university course at. 


Oxford, attention to the fact being attracted 
by his controversy with the college authori- 
ties as to his right to exemption from cer- 
tain rules and regulations devised for under- 
graduates, but not for married men or 
mature hereditary legislators.

WAD RUSH FOR GOLD 


Joaquin Miller Tells of An- 
other Stampede at Dawson. 
— 
HURRY TOSWEDES CREEK 


Excitement Quickly Disperses a 
Crowd of Dancers. 


CLAIMS STAKED ON SUNDAY. 


[FROM JOAQUIN MILLER. 
EBRUARY 20.—Got em again. An- 
other stampede. We had~ fondly 
hoped that the stampedes Were all 


over and done with, that men might 


now nurse their battered and banged- 
up legs at the hospital, and that the flowers 
of spring might spring up and grow in the 
trail of the wild stampeders, but nothing of 
the sort. We have had the worst kind ofa 
case right here at our door yard. This, per- 
haps, was a sort of concession to our worn 
out legs and frozen toes, some of the later 
cases of freezing being rather severe. Our 
postmaster, a sergeant of the mounted po- 
lice, was so badly frozen in one of his feet 
when on a stampede to Walker Creek a few 
days ago that he will have to have the limb 
amputated. Kreling was all ready for his 
big expeditions up the Klondike and down 
the Indian River, dogs and all, but see him 
now. 

The scene of the last excitenrent is only 
eight miles up the Yukon on the other side 
from Dawson, and on a creek that had never 
been heard of, or even known to the world 
a week ago. The story of the discovery and 
excitement is this: 

Two Swedes had disappeared from their 
cabin, and their friends, and the curious pub- 
lic, too, became eager to know where they 
were and what doing. They could not be 
the lost Frenchmen; neither of them could 
be the lost Frenchman, because they were 
both Swedes. The other day a moose hunter 
struck a trail and followed it tothe end, and 
then came to Dawson in a wild state of ex- 
citement. This wild excitement came sud- 
denly upon him after following the trail up 
the creek and finding the men secretly sink- 
ing a hole. Soon after the two men, finding 
they had been discovered, came to town and 
told their freinds. Their friends told other 
friends and cautioned them to be discreet, 
but the two young Swedes, honest, quiet, and 
good men, so reputed, had no great prospect 
to show or promises to hold out to their 
friends. They had been busy for some time 
sinking a hole in the bed of the creek, which 
they believed, from the looks of it, had in it 
pure gold. 

The little prospect, in being weighed, 
tipped the gold scales at exactly 90 cents, a 
little thing to upset the town, but things 
are strung. to such a tension here that it 
seems no longer necessary to discover gold. 
You have only to discover a creek to inflame 
the Klondike heart to a blaze, and yet 90 
cents to the first and only pan that the 
young men took time to wash out after 
being discovered would not h 
laughed ‘at in the days of gold in alifornia. 

The boys had hoped to have all their 
friends stake first. Fortunately for their 
plans, only one man besides themselves 
knew where the new creek was.“ The town 
was busy getting ready for a lohg distance 
run. Every man laid in rations) for quite a 


trip. It was rumored that the rush would 
be made by moonlight. It wa Saturday 
night. The moon at this time dt the year 
is getting to be a bit regular er habits, 


and was not out all night as usual. 


Dance Hall Is Deserted. 
The great dance hall, the center of Daw- 


son in excitement, was packed. Everybody 


was pumping everybody, but nobody there 
really knewa thing. Kreling found out from 
his partner in the dance that some of the 
girls were going. This was news. If the 
girls were going it could not be far away, 


and must bea pretty good ting. too- better 


than the Swede boys had said. 
if a man finds a nugget, 
or a new creek, that thé women of Dawson 
know it first. But to the stampede. 

A man in furs opened the door hurriedly 
and said, The mbon's up” to a man dan- 
cing with a girl. That was all he said, but 
the man dropped the girl, and it was ag if 
Macbeth's witches had been disturbed at 
the boiling of nha brew. Every girl was 
gone in a twinkling. Kreling’s partner got 
out and into a basket sled behind dogs, and 
others followed @n foot. A long string of 
men ran on aneda I made a spurt, and 
caught up with Kreling as he crossed the 
Klondike, and askéd him if he wanted me 
to bring a pick, pan, and shovel. He 
laughed at the idea, and said he had a knife 
big enough to cut a tree down, and that was 
more than the rest had. 

The night, or rather the morning, was not 
very cold, and the hundreds of men ahead, 
to say nothing of the girls and the dog sled, 
made N but I could not keep up 
with that wonderful and wild procession 
very long, so I fell in with the tail of the 
comet-like stampede. 

There were some men who had a bottle of 
whisky, and were drinking hard. They 
were drunk and quarrelsome, and could 
hardly keep the road. It seemed as if they 
must perish if left to themselves, but, see- 
ing other parties coming on behind, I 
hastened on until across the river, and got 
a look at the mouth of the new El Dorado. 
It is certainly a very promising creek in 
breadth, contour of mountains, direction of 
flow, and all that, and not unlike the bigger 
stream, the Bonanza, , 

It was now full dawn, and as partiés were 
already coming back, and as more people 
had gone up the creek than could find clafms, 
even if they staked up to the fountain 
head, and, besides, as I had seen all that 
I set out to see, I, too, turned back. 

The crowd came back slowly, sullenly, 
in broken chunks, not in a string as it went 
out, and wearily, so wearily, not swift and 
wild as it blew and flew out of Dawson, a 
happy, hysterical, laughing gang of lunatics. 
The two drunken men got back, but one was 
so badly frozen that he was taken to the 
hospital for amputation. The very worst 
thing you can use here on trips of this kind, 
or, in fact, on any sort of a journey in this 
country, is drink of any sort stronger than 
tea or coffee, but everybody else. got a 
claim, some sort of a claim, but everybody 
soon seemed perfectly happy. 


Mouse in the Granary. 


As “a looker-on in Venice” I was in at 
the gold commissioner's office carly. I had 
inhaled the odor which indicated the in- 
trusive presence of an enormous mouse in 
the granary; in other words, I smelt a mouse. 
The first stranger to prerent a mouse, num- 
ber and date for record, was a woman of 
course. Kreling was with her ahd he was 
softly mourning, as he looked over the head 
of the gold commissioner, his favorite song: 

For a woman, she can do more with a man 
Than a King and a whole armee. 

But the gold commissioner quietly took 
the slip of paper, looked it over, and only 
shook his head gravely as he pushed back 
the paper to the girl, and he then turned 
about and went on with 
desk. 

The great crowd of stampeders had also. 
smelt that same mouse only that morning 
and had waited outside to see what the 
strict church- going gold commissioner 
would do, but it didn’t work. You see they 
had all staked on Sunday, and not a soul 
thought of it until after it was done and 
over with, and all were ready to rush to 
the commissioner's and record. Curtain! 

Such a collapse, such an entire collapse, 
is hard to imagine. Not a word was said 
as they filed out and up the street. Every- 
body looked silly, and I guess everybody 
Some went directly back to 
stake again, but some will never go back, 
and here is something rather notable. Men 
will break their necks almost to get to a 
creek when a big stampede is on, and yet 
not nearly all of them stake when they get 
there. They walk about, look things over, 
and half the time quietly let the thing alone. 
The same with the stampede to the Swede’s 
Creek. They all staked, but after getting 
back they lost interest and don't seem to

As we two trudged home I asked Kreling 
for any incidents worth noting that took

Discoveries Come to Naught. 


Three days after the stampede Mr. Kreling 
met Mr. Nash of Portland, who had staked 
along with another man, but neither of 
them would record his stakings. This left 
an opening for Kreling, who in the lige of 
our work thought best to Fo & second time 
and see what the thing looked like and bring 
back such news, if any, there might be. He 
spent two days on this second trip to and 
from Sweet Creek and thinks it's a bigger 
stream than Bonanza. The most Importanee 
attaches to the fact that its head tributaries, 
interlock with Miller Creek and Forty Mile, 
both famous gold-bearing creeks, He te- 
ports the prospect hole in Which the gold 
was found on Sweet Creek 8 claims up 
the stream, and says it is about 626, and 7 
feet deep. More than four hund 
are staked above the Discovery cl , 
parties will go to work prospecting at once. 
The claims are small now, under the new 
law, 100 feet instead of 500. 

And now hark ye to this. The Swede’s 
Creek is an old creek that was staked and 
recorded last year as O. K. Creek. It was 
staked and recorded under the old law, when 
a man had 500 instead of 100 feet, as now. 
The gold commissioner has only today dis- 
covered the confusion that had come upon 
this model little Babel and has sent out 
notices canceling all recording done on this 
mythical Swede’s Creek. 

Kreling and myself are two-third “ory 

-of a 100-foot claim in the Dominion o 
Canada, near the bush and snow of a moose 
ranch. beyond the Yukon and it has cost us 
so little, almost nothing, except $15 for re- 
cording and a few half-ounces of dust for 
expenses, three or four days and nights, 
and a toe or two. But what is one toe among 
three partners of us? We got the claim, and 
a claim is what the natural born stampeder 
wants. He never counts toes, ho, nor any 
other little: thing like that. He wants a 
claim, and he generally gets it. There's 
plenty of room for him. Six hundred miles 
between this and the north pole are still 
unprospected, but if this thing keeps up we 


journey of Dawson by the time we come to 
the flowers of May. 

Kreling is talking loudly of taking his 
claim out for sale when his frozen toe gets 
well, but what of that? The dog trains are 
only asking $1,500 now to take a man out 
over the pass. But what of that if he can 
sell the claim to some great stock company 
to cut up into a basketful of stock to be 
sold at $1,000 a share? 

Nobody has yet come this way from the 
outside this year and we want to know a lot 
about how the war between us and Spain 
and Japan and othepbelligerent people that 
we read of six months ago is getting along, 
but not a line do we get this way from over 


the pass. 
Mayor Wood of Seattle. 


Hundreds of people do come to us from the 
other end of the river. The latest notable 
arrival is that of a native son of California, 
ex-Mayor Wood. He made quite a ripple 
in Klondike matters by resigning as Mayor 
of the City of Seattle and shouldering a pick 
for the Klondike. He took a party of 200 
pious pilgrims for this region, 5300 each to 
St. Michael's. There he put a knock 
don steamer together and went up the 
Yukon until he bumped against the ice. 

All the world wondered what had become 
of the ex-Mayor, but here he ts as bright as 
a bird. He says he left his 200 orphans at 
the Tanawah's mouth, content and happy. 
Happy! They are the only happy family 
yet heard of on the Yukon. But, sensibly, 
whatever may be the cause of their happy 
content, the spectacle of 200 American 
citigens, thousands of miles from home, 
nearly a thousand miles from their destina- 
tion, nothing to see but snow and ice and 
the northern lights for half a year, and be- 
ing perfectly content and happy is a glorious 
thing, a sermon of itself. 

The @x-Mayor is in splendid health and 

Spirits. The mouth of the Tanawah is 400 
miles below Fort Yukon, and Fort Yukon 
is about 400 miles below the Klondike at 
Dawson. The ex-Mayor doesn't seem at all 
worn from his &00-mile tramp on the ice 
and through the snow, and insists that as 
soon as he takes a birdseye view of Bonanza 
ard El Dorado he will put out over the pass. 
If he goes on and gets through, and I guess 
he will, he will be the record breaker of the 
Yukon, but I am sorry for his little mamma 
loot dogs. They have been scratching ice 
along till their little feet must be sadly worn, 


upon the treatment they have got and will 
get here, and if they do get through it is be- 
cause they have a good master. Think ofa 
littie dog, no bigger than a big tom cat when 
in full blossom on a moon-lit wall at mid- 
night, pulling a sled 1,500 miles! 

The ex-Mayor brings big news from down 
the river. That is, the miners tell himof big 
things here and there, but of course he has 
seen nothing of the gold with his own eyes. 
He and others report a trick played or at- 
tempted by the Circle City pirates or parties 
from Dawson, who had gone to American 


| Creek in haste and staked. 


As the news of the big find on American 
Creek spread, the famous, or rather the in- 
famous, gang of rich pirates at Cirele, which 
has kept all the lower palisades.in turmoil 
for the last six months, came up the Yukon 
to American Creek, and so soon as the Daw- 
son parties had staked and turned home for 
supplies and equipments these pirates, not 
finding claims that they liked quite so well as 
the Dawson parties’, called a miners’ meet- 
ing. This is one of their little pleasantries. 


Claims Seized by Pirates. 


These river pirates always call a miners’ 
meeting when they propose to plunder a 
steamboat, break open a jail, or take pos- 
session of a steamer and run it on their own 
account. Well, at this miners’ meeting the 
chief pirate made a motion that as these 
claims were staked and recorded by non- 
residents who had their homes in a foreign 
country their claims should be declared for- 
feited and subjected to location. Of course 
the motion was unanimously carried, and 
all the claims were staked by the pirates. 

True, this foreign country, Dawson, is 100 
miles from American Creek. As for a res- 
idence, the miners Of Dawson are much more 
apt to reside there than those nomadic out- 
laws from Circle. I met many of them at 
Circle last fall when they were holding a 
miners’ meeting to take possession of the 
steamer. Some of them were very bad men, 
some only foolish. They are all or 
nearly all foreigners, although most of 
them claim to be naturalized citizens. 

A military post will be built as soon as 
possible at this point, Mission Creek, into 
which American Creek empties, and then 
the rightful locators will get their property 
without trouble. I make this positive state- 
ment that a post will be established there 
based upon the fact that Captain Ray, U. 8. 
A., pointed me out this spot near the mouth 
of Mission Creek as we stood on the deck of a 
passing steamer last September, which he 
had chosen as a site for one of the military 
posts he had been sent into the country to 
establish. The post is certainly needed, and 
needed badly, and right now, as all law- 
abiding men must conceive. It is needed 
to protect the plrages from themselves. If 
checked in their lawless deeds of open high- 
way robbery they may yet be saved to them- 
selves and the country, but we can't get 
along as things are going now. a 


Arrival of Two Miners. 


‘Two miners have just come to Dawson 
from Telegraph Creek, beyond Lake Teslin, 
down the Hootalinaua River, then down the 
Yukon. They are the first miners that have 
come to the country by that wy. but they 
‘gay that many will follow their trail soon. 
They come from the head waters of the 
Gtikine River, the old Casea mines. They 
report that the Canadian il, 1,400 pounds

that was coming with it having gone into 
winter quarters at Big Salmon, 200 miles off.
